On the 11th June, 1971, at about 5.30 P.M., Shri Ram 
Kishun Rai was crossing the river Ganga In a boat from the 
Steamer Ghat, Ghazipur, on his way back: to his village 
Nagsar across the river. The river was in spate and the water 
currents were swift. The boatmen could not control the 
boat in the turbulent conditions and when the boat was only 
about 200 yards away from the other bank of the river, water 
started to rush inside it. Both the boatmen jumped out of 
the boat in order to sav c their own lives. The boat turned 
turtle and capsized and the passengers began to drowning. 
Shri Ram Kishun Rai jumped into the river in order to res- 
cue the drowning passengers. In disregard of his personal 
safety and of the fact that his son was travelling in th e same 
boat and was drowning he saved five other persons and brought 
them to the bank of the river one by one. Thereafter he went 
to rescue his own son. But by then, Shri Ram Kishun Rai 
had become so much exhausted that he could not resist the 
swift water currents. He was not able to save his son either 
and was himself swept away and drowned. 

Shri Ram Kishun Rai displayed conspicuous gallantly and 
courage and saved the lives of five persons at the cost of his 
own life and the life of his son.

On the night 
of 3rd/4th December, 1971. the Pakistanis suddenly launched 
an attack on Pussa Border Outpost, The attack was launch- 
ed at about 2050 hrs. Immediately thereafter the Pak tanks 
also look position near the BOP followed by an infantry 
assault. Because of this sudden attack it was decided to 
withdraw th c Platoon from th e post and collect it at .a pre- 


viously selected place. To effect organised withdrawal to 
rear position Shri Amrik Singh realised that Pakistanis were 
approaching thc Border Outpost so fast that it would be 
difficult for his men to withdraw to the selected place. He 
himself manned the LMG and ordered his section to with- 
draw. He kept th e assaulting enemy troops at bay till his 
men had moved out of the Border Outpost. By that time 
the enemy troops from left as well as night had started clos- 
ing in on the Border Outpost. Shri Amrik Singh then decid- 
ed to leave the post but as he was coming out of th e trench 
he was hit by a burst of automatic fire and was grievously 
wounded. When a Naik wanted to carry him to a safe place 
Shri Amrik Singh refused the help and ordered him to ensure 
that the section was withdrawn to rear position safely. After 
saying this he breathed his last. 

In the enemy action on the Pussa Border Outpost Shri 
Arnrit Singh exhibited courage and sacrificed his life in order 
to enable his Platoon to withdraw to safe position.

On the 2nd December, 1971, the State Bank treasure which 
wa.s being transported in a station wagon by three Bank 
officials under thc escort of two armed guards from Durga- 
pur Head 1 Office to its branch in the Mining and Allied Machi- 
nery Corporation was held up at about 12.45 hrs. near the 
Damodar Valley Corporation crossing on GT Road. The 
station wagon was intercepted by a black car which was 
carrying certain miscreants who hurled bombs on the station 
wagon and took possession of Rs. 4 lakhs at the point of 
pistol. They 1 also snatched on e 12 bore gun from one of the 
guards and sped away in thc car. During the escape one of 
the wheels of the car got stuck in a drain and it stopped. The 
dacoits threw the 12 bore gun and abandoned the car and 
filed away on foot towards Phuljor. While retreating the 
dacoits came within the close range of Shri Kanwar Pal, who 
was posled as a guard near Phuljor for safeguarding Central 
Reserve Police Force lands there. One of the decoits pointed 
a revolver at Shri Kanwar Pal but in disregard of his perso- 
nal safety Shri Kanwar Pal compelled the dacoit to surrender 
before he could use his revolver. The other two dacoits 
were also arrested by the police party, A sum of Rs, 3,20000/- 
was recovered from the area. In the meantime the bank 
officials and the members of the civil police also arrived and 
on search a sum of Rs. 23,000/- and some ammunition was 
recovered. 

In chasing these hardened criminals Shri Kanwar Pal 
exhibited initiative presence of mind and conspicuous gallan- 
try in disregard to his personal safety.

Shri Tuhi Ram was posted to 10th Battalion of Central 
Reserve Police Force which was deployed in Tamenglong 
District of Manipur State. On the 27th October, 1971, infor- 
mation was received that a gang of hostiles was camping in 
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ii thick jungle near Tharon Village about 23 miles from the 
C.R.P.P. Battalion Headquarters. A patrol parly was detail- 
ed to raid the hostile camp and to capture the hostiles. Shri 
tuhi Ram accompanied the patrol party and after a night 
long march reached the place and located the hostile camp 
but it had been abandoned. The patrot party demolished 
the camp and started searching for the hostiles. When the 
patrol party had moved about a kilometer, the hostiles opened 
lire on the leading section of the patrol party. The Assistant 
Commandant was hit by a bullet and was seriously injured. 
In disregard to his personal safety Shri Tuhi Ram rushed 
towards the Assistant Commandant ignoring the heavy fire 
and brought him to a safe place. In the process Shri Tuhi 
Ram was also seriously wounded on his left chest and left 
arm by a burst of bullets. 

It was because of the gallant action of Shri Tuhi Ram that 
the life of the Assistant Commandant was saved and the 
hostiles were made to retreat. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 27th October, 1971.

On the night of January 12/13, 1972, Shri Rewat Singh 
led a patrol to intercept movements of hostiles near 
Rcxenhcma Village in Manipur. On the morning of the 13th 
January Shri Rewat Singh suspected movements of hostiles 
at a place away from where he had originally deployed his 
men, Shri Rewat Singh moved to a dominant hill feature and 
waited in an ambush. A gang of heavily armed hostiles, who 
were on their way to Rezenhcma Village were given infor- 
mation about the presence of the Central Reserve Police Force 
men. On receipt of the information the hostiles broke into 
groups with the intention to surround the CRPF patrol. One 
of the groups moved ahead and challenged the CRPF Com- 
mander Shri Rewat Singh who was near the look-out man in 
disregard to his personal safety jumped out from his position 
and engaged the group with his fire-arms. The hostiles also 
returned the fire with automatic weapons. Even though the 
patrol party was heavily outnumbered, Shri Rewat Singh 
shattered the morale of the hostiles by using area weapons 
and personal weapons and made the hostiles to retreat leav- 
ing behind arms and ammunition, rations and important docu- 
ments. 

In this encounter Shri Rewat Singh exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry and dealt a severe blow to the hostiles.

On the 12th December, 1971 a raid was launched to re- 
capture border out-post Mulakot which was then in the pos- 
session of Pak Army. The terrain around the BOP being 
flat, the BSF parly crawled for about 800 yards to close on 
the outpost. The enemy, however, got alerted and opened 
fire with automatics and mortars and pinned down the party. 
Shri Sukhcharan Singh and Shri Har Narain moved forward 
and lobbed hand grenades on the enemy fire trenches and 
also inflicted casualties with their pensonal weapons. This 
enabled the whole party to further closo in and inflict more 


casualties on the enemy in men and material. When Shri 
Sukhcharan Singh and Shri Har Narain were about to return 
Shri Sukhcharan Singh received a shell wound on his leg. The 
leader ot the party was also badly wounded and fell inside 
the picket. Shri Sukhcharan Singh unmindful of his own 
bleeding wound and in disregard of heavy enemy fire rushed 
forward to help the leader of the party. Simultaneously. Shri 
Har Narain also rushed to pick up the wounded officer. While 
Shri Har Narain carried the wounded officer on his back Shri 
Sukhcharan Singh kept vigil lo face any pursuit from the 
enemy. 

Shri Sukhcharan Singh and Shri Har Narain exhibited ex- 
emplary courage in helping the raiding party and also in 
bringing the wounded leader of the party to a safo place in 
disregard of the danger of pursuit from the enemy,

On the 27th January, 1972, information was received by 
Shri Sube Singh that some members of notorious extremists 
were likely lo pass through the Maur-Sehna Distributory 
Bridge on Raisa.r-Bhakt.garh kacha route on their way to 
Pakho for the commission of a heinous crime. Shri Sube 
Singh immediately left for Rarnala with his staff. Shri Jas- 
want Singh Brar had already arranged nakabandi near the 
Distributory Bridge. On reaching , the bridge further naka- 
bandi was organised by Shri Subc Singh. Shri Jaswant Singh 
Brar and others manned the strategic approaches to the bridge 
from Bhakatgarh side taking cover of the wing walls of the 
bridge and canal embankments. The nakabandi parties re- 
mained alert in the chillv night till about 3 A.M. when four 
armed criminals were seen approaching the service bank 
from the Raisar side. On being challenged the criminals 
opened lire on the police party. Even though they were 
warned by the police lo surrender yet the criminals did not 
slop firing, A few bullets fired by the criminals shaved close 
past to Shri Sube Singh and Shri Jaswant Singh Brar but 
they remained undeterred and continued advancing towards 
the criminals. Shri Jaswant Singh Brar advanced towards 
the criminals in crawling position and fired at them with his 
service revolver. After an encounter of one and a half hour, 
the firing from the side of the criminals stopped. On pro- 
ceeding further the police recovered dead bodies of three 
criminals. The fourth criminal appeared to have escaped 
under the cover of land slopes and ditches. 

In this encounter Shri Sube Singh and Shri Jaswant Singh 
Brar exlfibited conspicuous gallantry and faced the criminals 
shoulder to shoulder with their staff and killed three despe- 
rate criminals.

were sent to Lhe area on 26th April, 1971. One of these 
Police parlies was Jed by Shri Prem Narayan Shukla. After 
compelling the dacoit to take shelted in village, one of the 
Police paities returned. On the evening of 30th April, 1971. 
information was received by the Police party led by Shri Prem 
Narayan Sbukla that the gang leader ot the dacoits was 
sleeping in a house in village Naya Hans. On receipt of the 
information, Police party consisting of 8 persons including 
Shri Kaghunandan Sharaia rushed to the spot and surround- 
ed the hide-out of the dacoit in village Naya Bans, Shri 
Shukla alongwith Shri Raghunandan Slharma entered the 
house, When Shri Raghunandan Sharrna was going to the 
cot oil which the dacoit leader was sleeping, the dacon got up. 
In disregard of his personal safety, Shri Raghunandan Sharnia 
jumped upon tile dacoit in order to overpower him. Shri 
Shukla liel|ted Shri Sharma and made the grip secure. In 
the scuffle with the dacoit leader, Shri Sharma kept the barrel 
of the rifle of the dacoit leader diverted upwards as a result 
of which 8 rounds fired by the dacoit could not hit any of 
tire Police Officers. With the help of the other Police Offi- 
cers, the dacoit leader was shot dead. 

In this encounter, Shri Prem Narayan Shukla and Shri 
Raghunandan Sharnia exhibited conspicuous courage and 
gallantry and shot dead the dacoit leader.

— The rules for a competitive examina- 
tion to be held bv the Institute of Secretariat Training &

forms in the Cabinet Secretariat, New Delhi, for the purpose 
of tilling temporary vacancies reserved for regularly appointed 
Class IV Stali in the Lower Division Grade of the Central 
Secretariat Clerical Service, the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Clerical Service and Grade VI of the Indian Foreign Service 
Branch (B) arc published for general information. 

The candidates who arc admitted to the examination will 
be eligible to compete for vacancies in the Lower Division 
Grade : 

(i) in lhe Central Secretariat Clerical Service, if they 
are working in the Minislries/Offices participating in 
the Central Secretariat Clerical Service. 

(ii) in the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service

Subject : — Appointment of a Committee for Selection of Site 
for the Capital of Assam, 

No. A-14dl \/2(i/12-UD.n.i — With the formation of the 
State of Meghalaya which includes within its boundaries the 
city of Shillong, it has become necessary to locate the capital 
of Assam in a place which is within the geographical juris- 
diction of that State. Pending a decision on the question of 
location of a permanent capital for Assam, the State Govern- 
ment have decided to arrange temporary functioning of the 
capital from Dispur in close proximity to Gauhati without 
prejudice to the larger question of location of a permanent 
capital. Earlier, a Committee appointed by the Government 
of Assam in November, 1970, comprising 3 officials of State 
Government and 1 official of the Town & Country Planning 
Organisation, Government of India, had in its report, suggest- 
ed 4 sites as suitable for the location of a permanent Capital 
which, in the order of preference are : — 

(II Chandrapur 

(2) Sonaighuli 

(3) Sonapur Digharu, and 

(4) Silghat. 

2. As the first three sites suggested are in Gauhati area. 
Government of Assam have decided that the choice of the 
final site will he between Chandrapur which Is the first site 
out of the three in Gauhati area and Silghat. The final choice 
between these two should be on the basis of a comprehensive 
evaluation of the relative merits of the two sites to be done 
by an expert Committee to be appointed by the Government 
of India. Accordingly, the Government of Assam approached 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Works and Hous- 
ing with a request to appoint such a Committee. 

3, The Central Government, after due consideration of 
this request, have decided to appoint a Committee of experts 
comprising of the following members

1. Shrl R, D. Kambo, Chief Town Planner, Government 
of Rajasthan.

2. Prof, Manzoor Alam, Head of the Department of 
Geography, Osmania University, Hyderabad.

Institute of Economic Growth, Delhi. 

4. Dr. B. N. Sinha, Director, Engineering Geology 
Division (East). Eastern Region Geological Survey of 
India. 

5. Shrl B, B. Ran, Deputy Adviser (PHEE), Ministry of 
Works and Housing, 
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Dr. B, N. Viashwanath, Associate Town & Country 
Planner, Town and Country Planning Organisation, 
Ministry of Works and Housing will oe the Secretary 
and Convenor of the Committee. 

3. Dr. Via-hwanath, Convenor, will be assisted by a suitable 
technical-c«m-secretarial staff. The Committee will be free 
to initiate studies or assigning studies to specialist consul- 
tancy groups as may be necessary to facilitate the evaluation 
of the sites recommended for the location of the Capital. 

4. The terms of reference of the said Committee shall 
be : — 

(i) To assess the function and role of the Capita! in 
the context of the present administrative and deve- 
lopmental needs of the Slate of Assam, 

(ii) To evaluate in the light of these needs the merits 
and demerits of the Chandrapur and Silghat sites 
suggested. 

(iii) To assess in particular the relative merits and 
demerits in terms of geological formation, physical 
features, transportation and communication linkages 
etc. of the two sites. 

(iv) To assess the infra -structural requirements of water 
supply, waste disposal, power needs, social services 
like schools, colleges and hospitals, housing needs 
etc. and to quantify them. 


(v) To furnish the estimated costs for the provision of 
requisite facilities for the efficient functioning of the 
capital in both the Centres and to suggest a suitable 
time phasing for th e investments needed. 

(vi) To suggest the organisational and legal frame for 
the implementation of the capital project at the site 
finally selected. 

5. Honoraria payable to non-official members, cost of full- 
time staff and the expenditure on travel and other allowances 
for the members of the Committee shall be met in full by the 
Government of Assam. The non-official members, shall for 
tlie purpose of travel, will be treated as Class I officers. 

6. The Committee will complete its work and submit the 
report within a period of six month, unless its term has been 
extended by Government of India.
